the greut Falls of Paulo Affonso, 
where 


the total descent inalengtb ofthree-fourtl . 
of ;i mile is 255 feet, or nearly a hundred 
l'uet more than the falls of Niagara ; it has 
two principal falls and swill steep cataracts 
between. 
It ia unlike the Niagara Falls; 


but is very grand, picturesque and beautl 
ful. 


These Falls completely separate the navi- 


gation of the lower from the upper rWer for 
navigation purposes. 
The Government Is 


now building a railway around the falls, 78 
miles long, and when tbe numerous rapids 
on the upper river shall be improved into a 
good navigation, the1 people of the valley 
will have much better access to the coast 
market. 


The sloping margins of the river, which 


are subject once a year to the overflow of 
the waters, are occupied and cultivated by 
numerous families—chiefly descendants of 
Indians and Negroes. 
They are christian- 


ized Catholics, all speaking only the Portu- 
guese language, and living In a very plain 
manner, most of them uuable to read or 
write. 
They do not use ploughs, or har- 


rows, or rakes, nor have they any barns. 
Tbu hoe and the ax are their only farming 
implements, and they have no carriages. 
A few of them have horses, aud some of 
them cows, and more of them have plenty 
of goats. 
Every family has a canoe, some 


large, and some only capable of carrying 
three or four persons. 
They do their mar- 


keting aud visiting to the little river lowns 
in their canoes. 


Host of the little children under five or 


six years of age, run without clothes, and 
sleep on h'ttle mats on the earthen floor of 
their houses or cabins of one story. 
Their 


farming consists in raising mandioca, (from 
the prepared root of which they make their 
flour, or farinila) corn, beans, rice, melons, 
pumpkins, squash, etc. They cannot grow 
wheat or rye—tbe climate being too warm. 
They have no wells or springs, and their 
water is^dipped from the river. 
The river 


water is excellent; aud fine fish are abun- 
dant anywhere iu the stream. 
They aie 


different from any of our American fishes. 


We met very few snakes. 
They are not 


more numerous than they are iu our conn- 
try ; but some of them are much larger. 
There are wild animals; Braxilian tigers, 
deei, bears, aunces, ariuadillas, aud river- 
hogs : but they are now comparatively 
scarce. 
There are also some alligators in
